After lying dormant on California's 
statute books for bout twenty-eight 
years, efforts are fo be made to en- 
force the humane education .

A new method of determining |. 
stresses in large masses of concrete, 
said by many to be one of the great- 
est contributions to safe dam design- 
ing im this generation, has been work- 
ed out by B. F. Jakobsen, former 
Fresno engineer, now in Los Angeles. 
The Jakobsen theory has been test- 
ed with models at the University of 
Colorado and the University of Nor 
way and found correct. The method 
is said to prove that formulas applica- 
ble to low gravity dams do not apply 
to those of higher construction. 

The Kennedy Mining Company has 
commenced sinking its 4650-foot main. 
shaft another 250 feet, preliminary 
to opening of new levels and a com- 
prehensive campaign of lateral devel- 
opments below the 4650-foot horizon. 
Extension of the shaft will parallel 
the dip of the ore body. The company 
is dropping fifty stamps on profitable 
ore and working 200 men. Steady pro- 
duction continues to be maintained 
by thé Argonaut and Central Eureka 
companies, with developments on the 
lower levels of both mines reported 
satisfactory. Opening of new veins in 
the Old Eureka, generally known as 
the Hetty Green,- continues to be en- 
ergetically pressed by the Central Eu- 
reka management. 

The date for dedication of a five 
ton granite marker commemorating 
the first diseovery ,of: quartz gold on 
Gold Hill, Nevada County, has bee 
set tentatively as October 20. if that 
date is acceptable to the grand of- 
ficers of the Native Sons of the Gold 
en West the shaft will be unveiled 
then. The inscription on the shaft, 
selected by the Native Daughters of 
the Golden West, is to tell the history‘ 
of the first discovery of gold in lode 
formation in the state. The site of the 
marker will command an excellent 
view of Grass Valley: and the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. It is expected 
that in time the area surrounding the 
marker will be reserved as a park. 

The state division of highways has 
applied to the State Railroad Com- 
mission to construct three overgrade 
crossings near San Rafael and one in 
Humboldt county, The crossings 
would all be over tracks of the North- 
western Pacific Raflroad.

The present litigation, however, 
Is based on the alleged existence of 
many other millions in concealed or 
misplaced, assets, not divided at the 
time his will was probated. 

Claimants in Many States. 

In Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, New York, New Eng- 
land, the Carolinas, southern Califor- 
nia and in San Francisco men and 
women have pressed their claims, 
practically all of which are dependent 
on the result of a suit brought by Nor- 
man Lee Freeman, an alleged de- 
scendant of Mark Hopkins, in 1927 
It is upon this sult that the Supreme 
court soon will rule. : 
Freemän's sült sets forth” that in 
1925 he discovered accidentally that 
many millions in personal property 
and assets of Mark, Hopkins had been 
fraudulently. concealed and not distrib- 
uted after the vast estate was divided 
in 1883 between Moses Hopkins, broth. 
er of Mark, and the magnate's widow, 
Mary Frances Sherwood Hopkins. He 
asked the federal court to order dis 


heirs at law.
